. Mr. Clark, a registered en. 
gineer, spent four days here 
measuring the water production 
and delving into the water com- 
panies’ records. He will see the 
local ‘supply as an outsider and 
what he saw and what he says 
about it will be of interest. 


Speaker Tells 
Of Rain Making 


Upland Rotarians learned 
something about artificial rain 
making at their luncheon meet- 
ing Wednesday. Their speaker 
was John A. Battle, meteorolo- 
gist and manager of the Santa 
Ana’ River Weather corporation, 

Mr. Battle touched on the ser- 
iousness. of the water situation 
in Southern California, which is 
due to the fact that it is six years 
behind in normal rainfall, anc 
to the increase in ‘population ané 
consequent increase in demand 

His company is financed partly 
by the county, but largely by 
contributions of numerous wate 
companies in the Santa Ana Ba- 
sin for the purpose of creating 
rain by artificial means. Ther 
are two methods of seeding thc 
clouds, according to the speaker 
one with airplanes and the othe: 
from ground generators. Bot} 
methods use the same agent tc 
induce rainfall—silver iodide. Thc 
method of seeding from groun 
generators in the form of smoke 
is considered the more practical 

When the plan is complete 
there will be about 65 grounc | 
generators which will cover 
Southern California as far east 
as Barstow and as far west as 
San Pedro and Santa Monica. 

Mr. Battle said that cloud seed 
ing is not the answer in break 
ing a drouth in any one year, but 
continuous*cloud seeding during 
wet years will help to increase 
underground reservoirs. 

At the close of his #alk he was 
asked if he could tell when the 
present drouth will end. He an- 
swered that while it is quite 
possible that this will be a wet 
year, that- will be no indication

Twelve new houses are under 
construction on Euclid avenue 
and elsewhere in the area north 
of Foothill boulevard and these 
structures have a_6 total 
tion of $173,658, according to rec- 
ords in the office of Building In- 
spector ‘Richard Derby. This 
makes an average valuation of 
each house at more than $14,000.

"Upland, California 
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The Fringe and the Real Thing -- 
Which Part are You? 


Are you a part of the fringe? 

There are fringes in almost everything—table cloths, 
scarfs, curtains—and society. 

Usually, the fringe doesn't play a particularly important 
part. Itis there and that is about all. 

Most organizations and most communities have their 
-““frmge” members. These are people who “ride” along for 
the benefits but do not carry their share of responsibilities. 

People who do not vote are “fringe” citizens. People 
who belong to organizations but do not attend are “fringe” 
members. 

A scarf usually looks better because of a fringe but that 
is not always the case with clubs, churches and communi- 
ties who have “fringe” members. One very good organiza- 
tion in Upland has about 900 members yet not more than two- 
thirds of them are active. How about the others? They are 
“fringe” members. 

A group of college students once planned great things 
together and a good start was made. But certain members 
failed their responsibility and the worthy project collapsed— 
too much fringe. 

Football teams are busy and what is happening on every 
campus right now? The coaches are cutting out the “fringe.” 

In other words “fringe” members are usually of no value. 

Are you part of the “fringe” or part of the real thing? 


Yes, Freedom But Will It Turn 
‘Out to be “Free Dumb” 


At first glance it appears there is some very startling in- 
formation in a “Newsletter” published by the San Bernardino 
County Taxpayers association. 

Further study reveals the figures are not startling—just a 
record of great changes in governmental philosophy and 
population growth. 


The newsletter is very worthy and its pictorial and sta- | 


stitical presentation has one main point: “wake up citizens it 
is YOUR money and your freedom we are talking about.’ 
One of the great services that can be rendered by any news- 
paper or any group is to stimulate interest in public affairs. 
For example, are you interested in this: 
“The $55,006,000 budget adopted to pay for county gov- 


ernment, schools and special districts in San Bernardino coun- | 


ty for 1951-52 is enough to give $700 to every family in the 
county. You pay for it... you can make or break this 
county and this country by your actions—by your votes.” 

One of the great changes in governmental philosophy in 


the last 10 years is the spending for “charities and correc- | 


tions. For the current year the total will be $19,287,921. Ten 
years ago the total was $3,667,927. Of course, all other ex- 


penses have skyrocketed because of increased population, | 


services and inflation. 

Statistics add up to a bunch of figures. Back of the fig- 
ures is a story of “Big Government” and that’s why Mr. and 
Mrs. Voter should be concerned. Maybe they will add up to 
“Free Dumb.” 

Editorializing, the association’s tax letter makes an ap- 
peal for citizens to wake up as follows: “In turning to govern- 
ment, in accepting from governmeni, the individual trades 
his individual responsibility and his freedom for deceiving 
Utopian promises—the historical disguise of dictatorship.
